Over the past ten years, I have re-crystalled a number of channel elements 
for RCA and Motorola radios. 

These radios were used in 9600 baud packet service. 

I ALWAYS order crystals from ICM. I know people that favor some of the 
other crystal manufacturers but ICM is the only house that has provided 
quality crystals that STAY on freq. 


It is possible for ICM to have some problems. 


In early 1988, I ordered several sets of RCA 700 crystals(to be installed 
in elements). 


For the next 8 months, I chased the freq on these radios until they would 
not "net" to the correct freq. 


I called ICM and sure enough they had a problem during that time frame. 
New crystals were sent, no questions asked. 


Many of these radios are installed in the 9600 baud backbone of the Texnet 
network in both Oklahoma and Texas. 


The network continues to work day in and day out. We do have to touch up 


freq every couple of years but this is normal drift, not excessive drift 
like you mentioned. 


One last thought, do not overlook the possibility that your channel 
elements may have a problem. 


I have not done as many Mitreks as I have Micors but I do run across a bad 
element from time to time.
